DR. ASCHENAUER: I will submit documents before the questioning 


of the witness and that the witness is to be questioned and counter-questionod 
and would be put into cross examination, I refer to an agreement reached 
yesterday with Col. Griffith Jones, This is the easiest wey to save time, 

MR. MARRECO: We had hoped to have our new document 2050 P.S, 
ready for this hearing. That document would have facilitated the matter, be- 


cause Dr, Aschenever would be able to put the document in the hands of the wit- 


ness before putting questions to him, Unfortunately, that document was not ready 
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owing to the work in the translating section, Col, Jones agreed with Dr. 
Aschenauer that he should read the relevant documents, quoting from the docu- 
ment, The SA-Mann, and then question the witness on them, The 
Aschensuer is now attempting is a laborious one, but it is in accordance with 
that agreement, 

COMMISSIONER: Are the documents you are reading now relevant 
as far as this witness is concerned? 

DR, ASCERNAUZR: The relevancy of this document comes from the 
document itself, and therefore 1 should not have to question the witness as far 
as those questions are concerned, 

MR, MARRECO: Dr, Aschensuer has sterted to vut the questions 
before the witness befor e we had a chance to know who the witness is, 

DR, ASCHENAUER: The witness has been named long time ago, 
so has the tovic we are going to refer to, 

COMMISSIONER: Have you got so much to read? 

DR, ASCHTNAUER: As fer as substantial articles ere concerned, 
this is the last, All the others have to be submitted directly to the witness, 

COMMISSIONER: We have lost too much time elready in this argu- 
ment. Will you please finish with this last article, but in the future I ask 
you not to lose so much time with the reading. 

MR, MARRECO: For the benefit of the record, because the Tribunal 
won't have the witness! application before them, I would suggest that Dr, 
Aschenauer identify the witness and tell why he should be able to testify to the 
contents of these articles, 

DR, ASCHENAUER: I state again the witness is being quertioned 


es to instructions and use of force in the SA. Furthermore, he's being 


questioned as to articles, which according to theprosecution were meant to 
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instruct the SA men, as to the wearing of the weapons, end which according to the 


prosecution were the first conditions for bringing about modern warfare. 

MR. MARRECO: I don't want to delay the proceedings any more, but 
what I meant was - wouldn't it be better if he asked the witness about his exper- 
ience and situation before he put those questions to him? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: I can do that, 

Since when did you belong to the SA? 

Since 1922. 

Please give us an account of your Career in the SA, 

I entered the SA in Munich in 1922, and 1 remained an SA-man until 1927 
or 1928. In the year 1928 I entered Fuerrerlaufbahn, leader career, meaning that 
I became first Scharfuehrer, then Truppfuehrer, Sturmfuehrer and Sturmbannfuehrer, 
end this lasted until 1932, While I was out of work in 1932, I became first 
adjutent of Obergruppenfuehrers in Koblenz, and which him I went to Frankfurt 
and Munich, and eventually I became Stabsfuehrer of a group of SA in Regensberg 
in 1922. In 1924, I took up commend of Stendartenfuehrers in Treunstein, 
Oberbayern. In 1935, I was brizade leader in Dusseldorf, After heving passed 
a short time, then an instruction course offered by Roehm in 1924, From 1935 
to 1937, 1 was brigade leader in Dusseldorf, and 1936, 1 was in charge of an 
¿instruction course for Sturmbannfuehrer in Dusseldorf. In 1937, the chief of 
staff, Lutze, called me to Munich åt the supreme direction of the SA. My task 
there was to create, erect, and to promote the Amt for social welfare. 1 first 
of all developed this dividion into Amp up to 1939. In 1939, I was transferred 
from this Amt tothe chief Amt of instruction in the SA, In 1940 instructions 
calmed down, because of the drefting, and I volunteered for the Wenrmacht and 
did my military service up to 1942, I started in 1940 as a private, end I went 


un the military scale until 1942, when I was a first lieutenant. Towards 1942-- 
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1943, I was called back to Dusseldorf in the place of the late SA fuenrer, Knick- 
mann, as chief of SA fuehrer Niederrhein, I had this office until my capture 
and errest in Dusseldorf on April 21, 1945, That is all I have to say as to my 
person and my career, 
6. Before I continue, I want to come to the document quoted by the pro- 
secution - document taken from The SA-Mann, volume 1939 of February 3, 1939, 
age 3, There is following supplement under the picture quoted by the pro- 
secution - Col, Generel von Breuchitsch, and chief of staff, Lutze, attended 
the celebration which has been made for them as part of the Berlin SA, I'll 
question the witness. Were there schools of the SA, places to educste and in- 
struct the SA, in the sense of defensive measures? 
A, The schools of the SA were instructed as soon as possible for mere SA 
instructions, which means political soldierdom, 
6, What do you mean by tne term "political soldierdom"? 
soldierdom means an inner and outward composure of 
the SA man. This includes political conviction, volunteerins will for defense, 
volunteering subordination and volunteering readiness for the people and the 
State, unwill composure of character, comradeship and personal cleanliness in 
person end in the family, 
Q. Is the term soldierdom to be understood as a military term or as a 
moral conception? 
A. The term soldierdom includes the volunteering, and according to our 
conception, 2nd as we have taught the SA man, is a moral concention,

A. It is just because the term and conception of soldierdom promoted the

A. These exoressions taken together meen the moral readiness for defense, 
because fanstic love of the fatherland is without a doubt the best expression 
f the will of defense of the people. Education for a high will of aggressiveness 
means for us just this - defensive power,end boys treining for &port are the ex- 
pressions of that same education. 
6, In what connection do you consider these quoted words or expressions? 
A. These exoressions are in connection with our sport education - such 
we have teught them in the schools and in our units and furthermore, the 
Fuehrer said in his book "Mein Kampf", Chapter 9, dealing with organization 
says 
genus of the SA, the following words - he, the Fuehrer, refused any meaning 
sense of the SA as military or free corps. 
MR. MARRECO: We are quite capable of reading for ourselves 
of what the fuehrer said in Mein Kampf. This is quite irrelevant, 
DR. ASCHENAUER: I want to state that this is the part of the 
book which the prosecution has not referred to, but all the other parts have 


been referred to, 


COMMISSIONER: The witness is here to answer the questions. He is 


not here to give a lecture, and I ask him to confine himself strictly to answers 


which may be of interest to the Tribunal, 
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DIRECT EXAMINATION (continued) 
BY THE COMMISSIONER: 
The witness is here to answer the questions, He is not here to hold 

& lecture and I &sk him to confine hirself strictly to answers which may 

be of interest to this Tribunal. Dr. Aschenauer, will you please pass on 

to the next question? 
BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 
It is my contention that this answer rectifies sentences which have 
been quoted by the prosecution. I'll now continue. 

0. Is the wish of defense to be considered the same as the wish to make 
war or only the wish to master the difficulties of life? 

A. One can not assimilate the wish for an aggressive war or aggressive 
power with such measures as we have given to master the common difficulties of 
life. 

Q. What was the reason for the Supreme Command of the SA to promote the 
physical and moral readiness for defense? 

Ae The reason for promoting this wish for defense was to be found first 
in the idea of keeping up the moral strength and defensive power in the man. 
We were cuite 8016 to see that efter the War of 1918 and after the economic 
breakdown there had been deterioration of the German people altogether and that 
furthermore moral corruption was shown by the erection of so many groups and 
groups of interest end the operating of so many powers. 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 
It is not the task of the witness to justify the actions of the SA. 

He is only to auute them, 


BY DR. ASCHENAUER: I now continue, 


Qe What is the difference between the defensive education 


F 
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by the Sı and militery instruction as dealt with by the Wehrmacht? 

A. Our defensive education dealt with the moral and spiritual composure 
of the people, whereas the militery instruction consists in an education bound 
to be only on the merely technical basis and always according to the military 
necessities. 


0. Did the Supreme Command think in this comection about an aggressive 


A. We could not and we did not think of an aggressive war because we were 
a ware that all around Germany we had open borders and that we had no reserves. 
Furthermore, I want to stress the point that as from 1934 public opinion was 
always more concerned with the friendship between people and bringing people 
even more together. I want to stress furthermore the fraternization which 
became almost all the more obvious between the ex-service man; between German 
youth with foreign youth; between German workers with foreign workers. 
BY MR. MARRECO: 

The witness is still speaking in general terms. His remarks are not 

concerned solely with the SA. 
BY DR, ASCHENAUER: 
I am of a different opinion, but I am not going to state. 
BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

I repeat that the witness is to talk of the actions of the SA and he 
is not to justify those actions and he is not to give us the propaganda. 
possibilities of the SA. 

BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 
I may call the attention of the prosecution to those remarks which 


were contained in the prosecution's statement as to the character of the 


SA. This is the reason why the actions and the reasons for those actions 


are to be examined and the witness is to answer on those grounds. 
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Qe Why was the term combat instruction and soldier's Spirit pl&ced in 
the spotlight? I ask the witness to be short. 

Ae The combat instruction had to be placed in the spotlight because it 
is a scale for efficient action. The soldier's spirit remained for us just 
an example of the efficiency. 

Q.e What were the means placed in the spotlight in which you call combat 
instruction? 

A. Those means were sport and instruction for combat. 

Qe Why had the SA to wear a uniform whichsaccording to what the prosecu- 
tion said, was in line with militery function? 

A. In order to distinguish them from other organizations the SA had brown 
shirts. This brown shirt had to be secured by every individual and furthermore 
the SA men wore army pants of bright colors and the cap was a different color. 


It is just those bright colors and the little practical value of the uniform 


which make it, beyond 811 doubt, that the uniform can not be compared with the 


military uniform which is in grey and which is very practical. 

Qe Did the SA have weapons at their disposal? 

A. As the Fuehrer had sworn the legality oath at Leipzig,according to this 
oath the SA did not have weapons at their disposal and were forbidden to wear 
them during the fighting. As from XSS 1933 all SA, but especially tho leaders 
of the SA got honor daggers. As from 1922, SA leaders, as well &s eny other 
German oitizen, were eble to secure & pistol provided they had & license for it. 
The daggers for the SA were rather difficult to secure and therefore even 8 


late as 1945 part of the S^ had no daggers at their disposal. 
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Qe The prosecution submits as a proof of the military character of the 
SA, an article published in volume 1934 of the SA Mann under the date of 
February 10, 1934, page 7, an article entitled "The March". Is that a militery 
article? I ask the court to have a little recess because I have to get some 
documents. 
BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

There will be a recess of 10 minutes. 

(Commission recessed at 1145 and reconvened at 1200 hours) 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

Dr. Aschenauer, I have consulted with Col. Neave regarding the time 
allowed the defense counsel to hear the witness, It is left to the 
president of the commission to limit this time, The defense counsel is 
permitted to use more than the allotted time of 3 hours if the testimony 
is of the highest interest to the Tribunal. The questions put up to this 
point did not contribute anything new to the case of the SA as fer as the 
Commissioner is concerned. On the other hand, the witness uses up too 
much time giving irreleva nt answers and making propaganda speeches. The 
defense counsel has permission to hear the witness until one o'clock. 
This afternoon we will have the interrogation and I shall ask the defense 
counsel to please put only such questions as are of the highest interest 
during the hour still left to it. 

BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 

I wish to make the following statement for the record. The questions 
in heering to this problem have not been raised yet. All the efforts of 
the Secretary General were unable to produce the most importent witnesses 


until now, That is why ten, that is to say more than half of the intended 


witnesses could not be here. That is why the limitation of my time until 
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one o'clock puts a limit on my defense which is not justified. In fact 
I object. I shall consequently instigate to submitting the entire ques- 
tions pertaining to the SA in open court. I want to state the following: 
we have the last witnesses. These witnesses sre not present, and my 
hearing is being limited. I consequently consider the hearing as guaranteed 
by the statutes as not having teken place. 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

I always can revoke my decisions if I decide that it is a good thing to 
do and if between twelve and one-o'clock I find that the hearing is rele- 
vant of course I shell give the tire necessary to make your point in the 
hearing, but if the hearing goes on the way it went on this morning it 
will be finished st one o'clock. 

BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 

I may point out that 1 have permission to examine the articles of the 
Document 3050 PS. I shall stand on this right since just because of this 
examination a hearing which took place some weeks ago was interrupted. 

BY MR. MARRECO: 
That is quite true. He has permission to examine the whole of 3050, 
and in my sumetion he can do it in one hour. 
BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 
But I also have questions pertaining to training and education. 
COMMISSIONER: 

I shall stick to my decision. Will you please start your questioning 

Dr. Aschenauer? 


BY DR. ASCHENAVER: 


Q. Witness, is this a military article? (Article of Feb 10, 1934, p. T). 


A. This article deals simply with hygienic methods to be observed מס‎ a 
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march. As for instance, care of the feet. 


BY MR. MARRECO: 
I should like to interrupt once more, to say that this article speaks 


for itself. We are as capable as the witness is as to whether this is a 
military article or not. 1% is obvious that it is a matter of conmon sense. 
We do not want the witness to tell us what a military article is; we 1 
know a militery article vhen we see it. 


BY DR, ASCHENAUER: 
May I point out here that the prosecution has submitted only the titles 


of these articles. When I read this article I found that its contents 
were not of & military kind. If I &m not permitted to examine this article 


for the record the prosecution must submit all these articles in trans- 


lation. 
BY MR, MARRECO: 
That is exactly whet it is doing. The new document 2471 will contain 
these articles,set out in full. That wes agreed by the prosecution at the 
previous hearing of these witnesses, 


BY THE COMMISSIONER: 


I think we are losing too much time. The Tribunal has secretaries at 
their disposal who sre reading these documents 4 verifying them and 
without argument about something which I know nothing about I must share 
the views of the prosecutor that we do not need the witness to tell us 
whether or not this article is a military one. 


BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 
On the assumption that these documents will be finally submitted in 
their entirety I am willing to give up here the hearing of these articles in 


this session. However I reserve the right to submit them to the witness at 
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that time, I also must say that my procedure has been approved before 
this commission here was sitting. 1 am very much surprised at the 
objections taken by the prosecution today. 
BY THE COMMISSIONER: 
The prosecution does not object to the submission of the documents 
but rather does he object that one document takes up so much time, 
BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 

Q. In short, no more than a hygienic article. Now we come to the 
article "Pistol shooting Sport". I ask you to read the first paragraph and 
to state whether it is military? 

Ae The first paragraph reads as follows; "Please do not let the title 
make you believe that there are any thoughts of rearmament. This is to tell 
only a little bit of a sport which unfortunately is little enough known’ 


Q. The next article submitted by the prosecution is entitled "Plame 


Throwers at the Tront." I ask you if that is a historic souvenir article or 


& literary article? 

Ae An article of souvenir from the World War. 

Qe The prosecution submits as a military article the article entitled 
"The Varching Steps of the SA are Resounding on the Streets of Liberated 
Is that a military march or a propaganda march? 

Ae This is a propaganda march as always was undertaken during the time 
of struggle. 

Qe Further, the SA submits the article as "Arbrigate 6" = "March for the 
German Danzig" in order to prove the military side of the SA. Is that an 


election propaganda march or a military march? 
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Ae It can only be a propaganda march because of an inspection of the SA. 

Qe The prosecution submits the article entitled "Sport as Military 
Training". Is that the sport within the SA or the military sport? 

A. To judge by the title and the picture, it is obviously the Army sport 
depicted here. 

Qe The prosecution submits the article with the title; "Whoever fights us 
we will beat him down; whoever provokes us we will attack him." I am asking 
you is this a military article or is this an article pertaining to the church 
program? 

A. This is a political article, one paragraph of which reads as follows; 
"If I refer in this connection to the so-called church struggle I do this 
somewhat against my will. We are a politically ideologic group." 

Qe The prosecution submits the article entitled "Prom the place of work 
to the machine gm dreyse." The prosecution wishes to prove its introduction 
of machine gun. I ask you is that a souvenir of a police man 
who entered the Wehr or is thet a training article of the SA? 

Ae This is simply a story of a SA, of his experiences while he was in the 
XX Wehr. 

Qe The prosecution submits the article entitled "SA Mann Mas a border 
guard", The prosecution wishes to prove the military function of the SA by that. 
I ask the witness whether this article tells of the experience of an SA man who 
was drafted as an auxiliary police? 

Ae Judging by the 2nd paragraph, this 06815 only with the personal ex- 
periences of an SA man who was drafted as an auxiliary policeman or as a border 


guard, 


Q. The prosecution submits the article entitled "Return to the brown 


shirt from the field blue tunic" and wishes to prove by that the military 


training of the SA, That is why I em asking the witness whether this is an 
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article telling of the experience of an SA man who returns to the Sturm? 

Ae The subtitle shows clearly that it is a matter of the year in which 
he was serving in the Wehr and he tells his comrades of his experience in 
the Wehr. 

Qe The prosecution submits an article entitled "SA man at the heavy 
machine gun". 1 ask you whether it deals with machine gun instruction given 
by the SA or the Wehr? 

Ae By the Wehr. 

Qe A humorous article entitled "SA Duty in the Air." I am asking you 
whether this article deals with the training of the SA in aviation or whether 
it deals with a visit to the airport at Tenpelhof? 

Ae- The SA never gave any flying training. Besides the article tells the 
story of a visit at an airfield. 

Qe The prosecution submits an article entitled "SA 
On the basis of this article the prosecution concludes that the SA executed 


field maneuvers. I ask you whether the article shows that? 


Ae There were no field maneuvers in the SA. It deals with the SA training 


within the frame of the SA sport insignia. 

Oe Does the article entitled "Speed, Safety and without Error" deal with 
the same thing? 

Ae Yes, it deals with the same thing but with larger sport contests which 
took place within the framework of this sport insignia. 

Qe The prosecution also submits an article called “Youth Training and 
Wehr Education" which is education of militant spirit at the great powers. I 
am quoting a sentence in order that I may ask in regard to Soviet Russia; 
"The youth between 15 and 19 has obligatory instruction in schools and in 


units instructions in rifle, machine gun, field maneuvers, 
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combat shooting, gas combat and throwing of hand grenades." Did the SA intend 
that sort of militant state instruction? 

A. That sort of military instruction was not intended in the SA, 

Qe The SA Mann, on the basis of charges by the prosecution, contains 
articles regarding gas, combat and chemical warfare. Were these articles of 
general interest or were they instruction articles? 

Ae They were only articles of general interest. 

Qe Witness, you have answered the SA has no arms, What about the 
article eight which was submitted by the prosecution containing the training 
order with use of weapons? 

Ae The SA had to take over these regulations because it was used after 
the seizure of power for state functions such as auxiliary police. Besides 
the SA leader did have a pistol and he had to know how to make use of it in 
case of self-defense, 

Q. If the SA was unarmed, why is it, as the prosecution charges, the 4 
was celled the strongest arm of the movement? 

Ae The term can only be understood in a figurative sense. During the tine 
of struggle our organization wes the only one which did the most efficient 
protection. After the seizure of power we were still the strongest organization 
of the movement. 

Qe Isn't that why the SA is organized from Schar to Obergruppe? Doesn't 
this organization prove the contention of the prosecution that the SA 18 8 
military organization? 

Ae Every organization must have its sectors, and the wey ours is organized 
took place in the years 88 0 to 1931 from Schar, Trupp and Sturm. Numerically 
the different units differed in all the different areas and they also differed 


according to the time, There couldn't have been anything astounding to a mere 


organization, / / 
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Qe Why did the SA form special mits like navy, engineers, aviators 
and mounted units? 

A. These special mits we have formed in order to make concessions to 
the technical and landsmannschafrich interests. In the second place in order 
to provide for our propagandist appearances at celebrations and to see that 
our appearances at these meetings took place without friction. 

Qe How about the plan of duties in the motor, marine and aviation units? 

Ae The plan of duty substantially resembled that of any marching group 
of SA.only there were people who had the opportunity of technical advantages 
and the ability to provide for themselves these things. A technioal procedure 
developed by and by, for instance where communication is concerned. When a 
big meeting took place it was necessary to have the entire place surrounded 
by telephones so that they could see marching columns. 

Qe What was the task of the music groups? 

Ae The music platoons were the best medium of propaganda for our marches. 
Besides music provides the rythm necessary for a marching group. 

BY MR. MARRECO: 
The prosecution is not interested in the music for a band; we are 
interested in the aims of the SA. It is irrekevant. 
BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 
I am asking because the band is under the charges of the prosecution . 

Qe Why did the SA issue drill regulations? 

Ae In order to make sure of a decent looking picture which could be p ro- 
vided for only by exacting marching and discipline. 

Qe Did the training regulations of the SA correspond to that of the Army? 

Ae The training regulations of the SA were pertaining only to those parts
